13 (A P )—Thousands more United States soldiers, including 
tank destroyer forces as well as additional armored units, 
have arrived in northern Ireland, it was announced today. 
United States warships participated in escorting? the trans­ 
ports, which crossed the Atlantic without incident. 
Most of the troops were from New Jersey. Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Georgia, Illinois, West Virginia, Kentucky, Cali­ 
fornia and Indiana. 
Twenty-eight-ton tanks swung from the ships’ holds to 
the docks, swelling the total brought over by earlier con-

Threatens Oats 
Oats are growing nicely but farm ­ 
ers say th a t grain has had enough 
rain now to finish out the growing 
season w ithout additional showers. 
Low fields or sections of oat fields 
are too wet for the growing grain 
and it Is turning yellow. 
One of the more serious effects 
of the wet weather is th a t it has 
provided ideal conditions for the 
spread of rust and scab in county 
wheat fields. 
Farm ers predict th a t 
the rust and scab will cause a m ark­ 
ed reduction In w hat otherwise had 
promised to be a bumper crop. 
Grass fields are benefiting by the 
rains but farm ers are being held up 
with their hay making. 
W ith farm work “piling up’’ and 
farm labor scarce and too expen­ 
sive for some farm ers to employ, 
Adams county farm ers have “their 
hands full,” as County Farm Agent 
M. T. H artm an put it on Friday as 
he reviewed the farm problem in 
Adams county.

Editorials in Germ any, it m ust 
be remembered, echo an authorita­ 
tive voice. 
H itler during his six and a half 
year regime before outbreak of the 
war had neglected the railways. 
Although by conservative estimate, 
78 per cent of the moving load in 
Germ any is carried by railway — 
with 20 per cent by inland w ater­ 
ways (mostly frozen over In winter) 
and 2 per cent by truck—locomotive 
plants were in part converted into 
arm am ent plants. 
Selfish Motives 
True, the governm ent appropri­ 
ated as much as a million marks 
to the federal railways, which previ­ 
ously had been more than self­ 
supporting. But this money was ear­ 
m arked for political and social ob­ 
jectives. 
On the political side, the virtual 
mobilization of the entire railway 
system early in Septem ber of each 
year, when millions of Nazis flocked, 
transportation-free, to Nurnberg for 
the annual party conclave, cost a 
pretty penny—besides subjecting the 
system to great wear and tear. There

On the social side, Labor Leader 
Robert.

After one year of H itler regime. 
in fact, the income of the federal 
railways (all railroads in Germany 
are 
government-owned) 
became 
hardly sufficient to cover operating 
expenses. Reserves were drawn on 
constantly. 
Passenger coaches were allowed to 
deteriorate. New freight cars were 
constructed in but insufficient num ­ 
bers. According to Der Volkswirt, a

600,000 
freight cars were obsolete by 1938.

A new oil furnace was placed In 
the basement. 
A ten-foot well was 
dug through solid rock to provide 
water for the three washrooms in 
the building and also for the air­ 
conditioning plant.

Air th a t is drawn 
from the outside Is passed through 
filters and then passes over colls con­ 
taining the cold w ater from the 
well.
